OR  some  eight  years  we  have  grown  and  ex- 
perimented in  dahlias.  Each  year  we  would 
get  catalogues  from  California  and  other 
parts  of  the  country,  visit  dahlia  shows,  buy 
additional  varieties,  better  varieties,  newer 
varieties,  buy  and  buy,  every  year  every  vari- 
ety that  appealed  to  us,  paying  as  high  as  $50.00  for  a 
bulb. 


We  found  that  some  of  these  selections  looked  gorgeous 
at  the  shows,  beautiful  (description)  in  the  catalogues, 
but  poor  in  the  garden.  We  gave  each  variety  a fair 
trial,  all  that  proved  poor  in  bloom  in  habit,  we  would 
discard,  harboring  in  our  gardens  only  the  best,  those 
nearest  to  perfection. 

Selling  flowers  and  tubers  is  not  our  business;  we  grow 
them  only  for  the  pleasure.  Dahlia  bulbs  increase  some 
three  to  tenfold  yearly.  Up  to  season  1924-25  we  have 
never  derived  one  penny  for  neither  cut  flowers  or  bulbs, 
always  distributing  the  surplus  gratis.  We  have  given 
large  choice  collection  of  tubers  to  New  York,  Brooklyn, 
Newark  and  Orange  Parks  and  other  public  and  charitable 
institutions,  to  school  teachers,  police  officers  and  friends, 
free  of  charge.  Here  is  one  letter  of  acknowledgment.
